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This  abstract,  showing  the  open  seasons  for  1937-38  for  the  trapping 
of  fur  animals  and  summarizing  provisions  of  State  and  Provincial  laws  re- 
garding the  possession,  sale,  shipment, and  export  of  pelts  is  pr  pared  and 
issued  primarily  as  an  aid  to  Federal  officials  in  conducting  investiga- 
tions under  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  L<  cey  Act  (35  Stat.

scrutiny  of  Federal  officials  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  tl 
above  referred  to.
